84. doth aſſure us, 
That Onerati mero, quod ſuum alienumq; eſt pariter effun- 
dunt; Such over whom Wine hath prevailed, will equally 
difceover- and betra both their own Secrets, and the Se- 
crets of othert. And through the Occaſion and Influ- 
ence, and by reaſon hereof, more have come to have 
their Perſons and Tranſactions diſcovered and betray'd, 
and have thereupon been ruined, than ever were upon 
the Principle of Treachery, and the Motive of Merci- 
narineſs, So that Perſons who love the Bottle, being 
choſen Miniſters of State, ought either to renounce 
the drinking to an Intemperance, or elſe to reſolve, while 
at their Wine, to talk of nothing ſave of Bagatelle, 
which tho? it be difficult to perform, yer I knew ir 
conſtantly practiced by Sir Th. Arm, The Third and laſt 
. Occaſion, as alſo the Inducement on which Secrets
